Other new features arc a new 
type trigger-tray release to facil­ 
itate removal of trays from the 
unit; a flexible stainless steel Ice 
cube grid that makes It possible 
to remove cubes in. a few sec­ 
onds without holding under hot 
water, giving appropriately 20 
percent more ice; widely-diffused 
Interior - light, and a door-hinge 
that disappears into frame of the 
cabinet as the door. Is closed.

"A cold storage tray for keep- 

Ing roasts or other cuts of meat 
at particularly low temperature 
so that 'they can bo kept fresh 
and mellow over an even longer 
period of time than before, Is 
provided In the 1938 Scrvcl Elec- 
trolux gas refrigerators," Mrs 
Ewing explained.

"This cold storage tray Is made 
of sturdy glass and is located in 
the coldest section of the refrig­ 
erator, right beneath the freez­ 
ing unit. Besides being of suffi­ 
cient depth (two Inches) to store 
good-sized steaks or chops, thi 
tray may be placed at either of 
two levels, on Its sturdy rack, so 
that in the lower position It ac­ 
commodates bulkier cuts of meat, 
such as roasts.

Has Many Uses
"This makes It possible to keep 

meat on hand over a longer per­ 
iod of time, thus creating a new 
economy in food-budgeting. The 
tray is very versatile, however, 
being equally useful for Jelling a 
large; molded salad or dessert 
very quickly, or, In the lower 
position, bottled beverages may 
be, quickly chilled, thus making 
the tray vcry helpful when guests 
are expected.

"Another use of the tray is for 
holding already frozen ice cubes, 
keeping them In readiness while 
the freezing trays arc being used 
for frozen desserts or for frccz 
Ing extra quantities of ice cubes.

"During defrosting this tray 
becomes a defrosting pan, locat­ 
ed as It is directly beneath th 
freezing unit. However, In the 
new models of the gas rcfrlgcr 
ator the freezing operation is so 
efficient that defrosting Is nec­ 
essary less often.

It's a 
meal In Itself, so shun the shiv­ 
ers with a minimum of labor 
and tomorrow try a:

TAMALE PIE
2 cups boiling water
1 teaspoon salt 
'/4 cup cornmcal 
!i cup all-bran
2 tablcspoons fat
1 finely minced clove garlic
1 pound ground beef
1 tablospoon minced green 

pepper
2',-i cups tomatoes
1 tabloapoon chill powder
l'-j teaspoons salt
% teaspoon pepper
!,i ciip grated cheese
Add cornmeal to boiling salted 

water; cook until thick. Add all- 
bran and cook In double boiler 
20 to 30 minutes. Pour into shal­ 
low greased pan and cool. Melt 
fat. Add, garlic, meat and green 
pepper, and brown slightly. Add 
remaining Ingredients except 
cheese. Simmer about 15 min­ 
utes or until juice from vege­ 
tables has partially evaporated. 
Line sides and bottom of greased 
casserole with strips of cool 
mush. Pour in meat mixture. 
Cover with grated cheese. Brown 
In moderately hot oven (400° F.) 
about 10 minutes.

2. Sift flour, baking powder, 
and soda. Mix with fruit and 
nuts.

3. Add spices and chocolate to

hot coffee. Mix to smooth paste
4. Cream butter and sugar. 

Mix in spice mixture. Add rose 
and almond extracts.

5. Mix in brandy, jelly, pee 
serves, and marmalade.

6. Add eggs. Gradually m|x in 
fruit and flour mixture.

7. Place in pans lined with 
waxed paper. Bake in a moder 
gas range at 250 degrees 2i. 
hours for 1 to I'/i pound cakes 
or 3 to 4 hours, for 5-pound cake, 
Makes 5 pounds.
